The  Potrero  Hill  Archives  Project 
started  in  1986  to  record  interviews 
with  long-time  hill  residents.  These 
interviews,  along  with  hundreds  of  his- 
toric hill  photos,  are  available  at  the 
Potrero  Branch  Library. 

The  second  Archives  Project  video- 
tape is  now  available  through  the 
library  and  "Dr.  Video"  on  18th  St.  It 
includes  interviews  with  Sadie  Meyer, 
who  remembers  life  on  Tennessee  Street 
in  1915,  and  prominent  Hill  artist  Char- 
les Griffin  Farr,  who  discusses  his  work. 
August  Angeli  and  Mary  Angeli  also 
describe  St.  Teresa's  School  on  Penn- 
sylvania Ave.  in  the  1930s  and  1940s. 
The  videotape  concludes  with  a  won- 
p£ul  Mm  ot  the  1932  Annual  Feast 
Day  Procession  of  St.  Vincenza  from 
St.  Teresas  Church.  You  can  see  Con- 
necticut. Missouri  and  20th  Streets, 
and  a  Sonja  Henie  film  playing  at  the 
New  Potrero  Theater,  now  the  Gurdjieff 
Society.  The  film  is  narrated  by  Mary 
Anne  Barulich,  who  was  a  young  girl  in 
the  procession.

Neighbors  Set  to  Fight 
Halfway  House  Expansion 


New  Parl<ing  Rules  Around 
SFGH  in  Effect  Sept.  9

Potrero  Hill  neighbors  are  gearing  up 
to  fight  the  proposed  expansion  of  a 
prison  work-furlough  facility,  or  half- 
way house,  located  at  1234  Indiana  St. 
At  an  August  21  meeting  called  to  dis- 
cuss the  expansion  proposal,  Cornell 
Corrections,  the  company  that  owns  the 
Indiana  Street  facility,  failed  to  con- 
vince Hill  residents  of  the  desirability 
of  the  expansion. 

Leading  neighborhood  concerns  are 
the  facility's  track  record  in  preparing 
inmates  for  life  outside  prison,  Cornell's 
accountability  as  a  private  corporation, 
and  the  recidivism  rate  of  inmates  who 
have  completed  the  program.  Hill  neigh- 
bors, especially  those  who  live  in  the 
Lower  Potrero  Hill  area  near  the  half- 
way house  -  called  the  Indiana  Street 
Facility  —  have  stressed  that  the  neigh- 
borhood takes  a  risk  in  having  the  facility 
nearby,  and  that  increasing  the  number 
of  inmates  will  only  increase  the  risk. 

Tony  Dominski.  a  Hill  resident  who 
sits  on  Indiana  Street's  Citizen's  Advisory 
Board,  likened  the  facility  to  a  dynamite 
factory.  "You  only  need  one  guy  with  a 
match  to  have  a  disaster,"  Dominski  said 
at  the  Aug.  21  meeting.  "It  only  takes 
one  person  to  commit  e  crime." 


Responding  to  a  request  from  Advisory 
Board  members,  Officer  Mike  Mahoney 
of  Potrero  Station  presented  recidivism 
statistics  on  some  inmates  who  had 
successfully  completed  the  program. 
Neither  Board  members  nor  Hill  neigh- 
bors were  pleased  with  the  figures.  Of 
the  56  inmates  who  had  completed  the 
program  between  Oct.  21,  1993  and 
July  6,  1994,  Mahoney  reported  that 
29  had  been  rearrested. 

The  charges  ran  the  gamut  from  drink- 
ing in  public  and  various  drug  possession 
charges  to  extortion,  assault  with  a 
deadly  weapon  and  fcilse  imprisonment. 
Some  had  been  arrested  multiple  times, 
including  one  former  Indiana  Street 
inmate  who  was  arrested  five  times  — 
for  possession  of  illegal  drugs,  assault 
with  a  deadly  weapon,  conspiracy,  grand 
theft,  and  robbery. 

Furthermore  an  average  of  15  per- 
cent of  the  inmates  leave  the  facility 
without  permission  every  month,  ac- 
cording to  Ralph  Johnson,  a  regional 
administrator  for  Cornell  Corrections. 

Even  more  shocking  to  area  residents 
was  that,  of  all  those  rearrested,  only 
two  had  served  jail  time  for  new  offen- 
ses. While  a  few  were  sent  back  to  jail

Barring  any  new  objections,  the 
Residential  Parking  Permit  (RPP)  zone 
around  San  Francisco  General  Hospital 
(SFGH)  will  be  enforced  beginning 
Sept.  9. 

The  latest  controversy  over  RPP  in- 
volved the  residents  of  1 1  houses  along 
22nd  and  San  Bruno  Streets  on  the 
northeast  edge  of  the  SFGH  campus. 
The  hospital  had  considered  the  adja- 
cent streets  as  part  of  its  campus,  and 
had  posted  signs  stating:  "Campus  per- 
mit required  24  hours  every  day:  tow 
away." 

Residents  in  the  enclave  of  homes 
protested.  They  maintained  that  in  ac- 
cepting RPP  status  for  parking  in  front 
of  their  homes  they  would  oe  allowed 
to  park  and  have  visitors  park  across 


the  street  outside  of  "normal  business 
hours."  What  constituted  "normal  work- 
ing hours"  was  established  and  new  signs 
now  indicate  the  streets  in  question  are 
reserved  for  hospital  staff  parking 
Monday  through  Friday,  7  a.m.  to  5  p.m. 
At  other  times  there  are  no  parking 
restrictions. 

With  the  new  811-space  garage  now 
open  and  RPP  due  to  kick  in  Sept.  9, 
some  of  the  parking  problems,  which 
have  been  characterized  as  "awful"  by 
SFGH  staff  and  nearby  residents  for 
years,  have  been  addressed. 

For  $65  per  month  hospital  staff  may 
park  in  the  garage,  the  campus  permit 
lots  and  on  San  Bruno  Avenue  and  22nd 
and  Vermont  Streets.  A  $35  permit 
gets  members  of  the  staff  and  general 
public  garage  space.  For  S25  per 
month,  hospital  employees  get  night 
and  weekend  parking  on  the  posted 
streets,  parking  lots  and  garage.

Those  who  registered  for  the  program 
numbered  126.

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NEW  SCHOOLS  SUPT.  SPEAKS  ON  HILL: 

"I  believe  in  affirmative  action,"  new  Superintendent  of  San  Francisco  Schools 
Ramon  Cortines  told  members  of  the  Friends  of  Potrero  Hill  School;.  (FPUS)  at  their 
meeting  at  the  Neighborhood  House.  "But."  he  added.  "1  don't  thmk  it  wa^  designed 
so  that  kids  could  just  sit  next  to  each  other  in  school."  However.  Cortines  explained, 
with  the  school  system  facing  a  budget  deficit  he  could  not  promise  to  solve  the 
serious  problems  at  the  Middle  School.  Parents  were  gratified  to  know  that  the 
Superintendent  recognized  the  problems. 

BATTLESHIP  MISSOURI  HOMEPORTPIG  ATTACKED: 

Navy  plans  to  homeport  the  Missouri  and  its  support  fleet  at  Hunters  Point  and 
Treasure  Island  drew  protests  from  most  of  the  200  citizens  attending  a  Navy  "en- 
vironmental scoping  session."  Concerns  included  risk  of  nuclear  war  and  nuclear  ac- 
cidents, overcrowding  of  streets  and  schools,  additional  bay  pollution,  increased  ha- 
zards during  earthquakes,  and  the  displacement  of  up  to  3UU  small  businesses  by  the 
Navy  presence.  The  Navy  indicated  that  the  information  gathered  at  the  session 
would  be  incorporated  into  an  Environmental  Impact  Statement  to  be  released  in 
January.  1987. 

NEW  PLAN  FOR  SYNANON  SITE: 

A  revised  plan  for  the  Grosvenor  Terraces  development  (now  Potrero  Court)  proposed 
for  tne  old  synanon  site  at  23rd  and  Kansas  Streets  were  to  be  presented  by  Gros- 
venor Development  and  Cal  Fed  Enterprises  at  the  Nabe  in  September.  Significant 
differences  from  the  April  proposal  included  an  increase  in  bedrooms  from  174  to  212 
in  a  total  of  132  units,  ranging  from  studios  to  three-bedroom  apartments.  Questions 
remained  about  the  adequacy  of  parking  spaces  and  the  design,  and  the  Potrero 
League  of  Active  Neighbors  (PLAN)  was  to  make  their  position  on  the  plans  known 
after  their  next  meeting. 

HILL  LIBRARIAN  TRANSFERRED: 

Joan  Jackson,  for  seven  years  Potrero  Hill  Library's  head  librarian,  was  transferred 
to  the  larger  Western  Addition  Branch  at  Geary  and  Scott  Streets.  Jackson  came  to 
Potrero  Hill  from  the  City's  smallest  branch,  Ocean  View.  The  seven-year  tenure  at 
Potrero  was  longer  than  average  for  branch  librarians,  partly  because  Jackson  re- 
fused an  earlier  transfer.  "I  said  I  had  things  I  still  hoped  to  do  here,"  she  said,  citing 
in  particular  the  "parents'  project,"  which  encouraged  parents  to  become  involved 
in  their  children's  reading  and  other  school  work.  Jackson  decided  to  remain  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Neighborhood  House  despite  her  transfer.

The  Potrero  Hill  Middle  School  Physical  Education  Department  reported  the  vandali- 
zing of  and  theft  from  its  equipment  room  .  .  .  Whoopi  Goldberg  took  time  out  from 
filming  "Burglars" on  Potrero  Hill  to  have  her  picture  taken  with  local  fans  at  22nd 
and  Carolina  Streets  .  .  .  "Film  Month"  —  a  "guide  to  repertory  cinema"  began  pub- 
lishing on  Potrero  Hill  .  .  .  Four  youthful  participants  in  the  Summer  Youth  Program 
—  Robert  Apodaca,  Rose  Lopez,  Mary  Rose  and  Troy  Stitt,  told  The  View  of  their 
experiences  working  on  the  Hill  .  .  .  Dick  Partee  and  the  Potrero  Hill  Preservation 
Be-Bop  Band  were  slated  for  September  at  the  Nabe  .  .  .  The  Julian  Theatre  in  con- 
junction with  The  Elusive  Theatre  Co.  of  San  Francisco  was  preparing  to  present 
"The  Belles  of  the  Barbary  Coast"  a  "melodrama  with  music"  .  .  .  The  Potrero  Branch 
Library  was  selected  as  one  of  four  branch  libraries  to  receive  a  "microcomputer" 
for  use  by  the  staff  and  public.

Ne\N  Food 
Bank  Facility 
Gets  the 
Green  Light 

By  Carol  Peterson 

Construction  of  a  new  facility  for  the 
San  Francisco  Food  Bank  on  2.3rd  and 
Pennsylvania  Streets  got  the  green 
light  last  month  after  a  temporary 
snag,  after  it  was  discovered  that  what 
one  concerned  neighbor  believed  was  a 
spring-fed  pond  next  to  the  site  was 
really  not  a  spring  at  all,  but  merely 
the  result  of  a  clogged  drainage  pipe. 

The  land  on  which  the  new  Food  Bank 
facility  is  slated  to  be  built  was  donated 
by  Pacific  Gas  *  Electric  (PG&F.)  and 
was  formerly  the  site  of  an  above- 
ground  natural  gas  storage  tank. 

The  building  permit  for  the  new  Food 
Bank  site  had  been  suspended  by  the 
City  Planning  Dept.'s  Robert  Passmore 
after  he  was  contacted  by  Potrero  Hill 
attorney  Elis&a  Eckman.  She  told 
The  View  she  had  informed  Passmore 
she  had  observed  what  she  thought 
was  a  spring-fed  pond  at  the  base  of 
the  cliff  that  abuts  the  site,  which  is 
the  natural  habitat  of  several  native 
plants,  wetlands  life  and  frogs. 

But  when  Passmore  consulted  Jose 
Allen  of  the  Food  Bank's  Board  of 
Directors,  Allen  told  him  that  this 
ponding  area,  which  the  Food  Bank 
plans  to  pave  over  for  use  as  a  truck 
turnaround,  is  not  a  spring  but  the 
result  of  a  clogged  drainage  pipe. 

The  project  has  been  granted  a  nega- 
tive declaration  by  city  Environmental 
Review  Officer  Barbara  Sahm.  which 
means  the  project  was  found  to  have  no 
significant  environmental  impact  on 
the  area.  This  declaration  was  granted 
with  the  stipulation  that  hazardous 
materials  on  the  site  be  neutralized  or 
excavated  from  the  soil  before  cons- 
truction of  the  food  distribution  ware- 
house begins. 

San  Francisco  Food  Bank  Executive 
Director  Paul  Ash  told  The  View  that 
his  studies  indicated  no  water  was 
present  on  the  site  until  the  cliff  was 
sheared  away  during  PG&E  construction 
in  1947.  At  that  time,  water  seeped 
from  the  cliff  face  and  a  drainage  pipe 
was  installed.  The  pipe,  he  noted,  has 
silted  over  because  of  maintenance 
neglect,  causing  a  ponding  effect.

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Hill  Resident  Awarded  "Small  Business  of  Year"  Award 
For  Growth,  Innovation,  Contributions  to  Community

Hill  resident  Stephen  D.  Mayer.  Presi- 
dent and  CEO  of  the  accountancy  firm 
of  Burr,  Pilger  &  Mayer  (BPM).  is  this 
year's  recipient  of  the  Small  Business 
Owner  of  tlie  Year  Award.  Presented 
by  the  San  Francisco  Small  Businesi. 
Network  to  companies  with  more  than 
25  employees,  the  award  is  bestowed  in 
recognition  of  exceptional  growth, 
innovation  and  contribution  to  the 
community. 

A  San  Francisco  native,  who  attended 
Corpus  Cliristi  Grammar  and  Riordan 
High  Schools  in  the  city.  Mayer  has 
lived  on  Potrero  Hill  for  nearly  Hi  years. 
"A  small  business  is  anybody  that  has 
an  entrepreneurial  outlook,"  Mayer  said, 
"so  all  the  businesses  on  the  Hill  are 
small  business.  They  are  basicaHy  own- 
ed and  run  by  the  same  people,  with  pre- 
dominantly fewer  than  lUU  employees 
end  probably  less  than  $1  million  in 
revenue  (although  BPM's  is  approximate- 
ly $4  million)." 

After  graduating  with  an  undergrad- 
uate degree  in  Accounting  and  Market- 
ing, and  a  Masters  in  Finance  from  UC 
Berkeley.  Mayer  and  his  brother  found 
"the  perfect  house  on  Arkansas  Street." 
"We  bought  it  in  1977.  and  although 
each  of  our  share  of  the  mortgage  was 
only  $254.  we  couldn't  afford  the  pay- 
ments, so  we  rented  it  out  for  the  first 
year,  then  moved  in  and  renovated  it," 
he  recalled. 

Buying  his  brother  out  of  the  house 
in  1984.  Mayer  now  resides  there  with 
wife  Patty,  who  is  very  active  in  the 
Potrero  Hill  Parents'  Assn.  and  is  work- 
ing to  raise  money  to  rebuild  Jackson 
Playground.  The  couple  has  a  two-and- 
a  half  year  old  son,  Dylan. 

Formed  in  1986, BPM  was  the  concept 


of  Mayer  and  partners  Henry  Pilger  and 
Curtis  Burr,  all  former  co-workers  at 
Coopers  and  Lybrand.  "We  started 
with  three  simple  goals:  to  build  a  full 
service  firm,  to  give  back  to  the  commu- 
nity, and  to  have  fun.  Over  the  past  1(1 
years  we  have  done  all  three  of  them," 
Mayer  noted.  Now  boasting  two  loca- 
tions (the  second  in  Palo  Alto)  and  fortv- 
five  employees.  "  we  work  together  and 
do  more  than  just  about  any  other  comp- 
any I  have  ever  heard  of,  person~for- 
person,"  says  Mayer.  "It's  not  just  the 
partners." 

"Doing  more"  includes  an  annual 
Giant's  season  opener  party,  held  at 
Mayer's  home  for  the  past  20  years, 
which  has  transformed  into  a  fundraiser 
for  Muscular  Dystrophy.  "We  buy  a  big 
block  of  tickets,  have  some  clients 
donate  food  and  drinks,  and  sell  the 
tickets  to  clients  and  friends." 

BPM  also  contributed  $25,000  as  part 
of  a  major  fundraising  effort  by  the  San 
Francisco  Food  Bank,  toward  its  move 
and  expansion  into  a  larger  facility  at 
23rd  and  Pennsylvania  Streets.  Mayer 
noted  that  the  Food  Bank  is  a  BPM  client, 
and  they  wanted  to  try  to  do  something 
for  their  10-year  anniversary  that  would 
mean  a  lot  to  the  community.  In  addi- 
tion to  their  personal  contribution. 
BPM  also  sought  donations  from  clients 
and  other  associates. 

In  July,  while  preparing  to  celebrate 
their  anniversary,  BPM  was  surprised 
with  the  presentation  of  a  proclamation 
from  Mayor  Willie  Brown,  declaring 
July  1  as  Burr,  Pilger  &  Mayer  Day  in 
San  Francisco. 

In  October.  Mayer  will  become  this 
year's  recipient  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce's  James  R.  Sylla 
Award,  named  for  the  former  President 
of  Chevron  and  incoming  Chamber 
President  just  before  his  untimely  death.

This  award  honors  individuals  who  demon- 
strate outstanding  contributions  to  the 
community  as  a  whole,  without  the  ex- 
pectation of  personal  or  professional 
gain,  and  of  this,  Mayer  said  he  is  es- 
pecially proud. 

BPM's  community  labors  of  love  also 
include  the  Adopt-A-School  Program, 
focusing  on  the  Redding  School  on  Polk 
and  Pine  Streets.  At  Redding,  the  pro- 
gram has  several  components:  a  Pen 
Pal  program  —  about  200  students  corres- 
pond with  employees  and  their  family 
members  as  well  as  clients;  the  Reading 
program  —  BPM  personnel  commit 
Wednesday  mornings  to  read  with  the 
kids  at  the  campus  library,  including 
providing  a  free  book  for  every  10  read: 
and  a  mock  election  every  election  year 
—  students  research  the  issues,  debate, 
and  vote  a  week  prior  to  the  real  thing. 

Although  many  businesses  adopt 
schools,  Mayer  pointed  out,  they  do  not 
take  it  a  step  further  by  getting  personal- 
ly involved.  "We  are  really  proud  that 
we  have  several  programs,  and  everyone 
(at  BPM)  gets  involved." 

What  is  most  rewarding  about  his 
charitable  works,  Mayer  remembers  one 
incident  very  clearly.  While  attending 
a  celebrity  sports  event  for  kids,  a 
former  student  from  Mayer's  Pop  Warner 
Football  coaching  days  recognized  him. 
"This  big  guy  comes  up  to  me  and  says, 
"I  know  you  from  somewhere  —  you're 
Coach  Mayer!'"  After  explaining  that 
he  went  on  to  college,  played  ball  in 
Canada,  and  now  spends  his  time  with 
youth,  he  said,  "1  remember  you  guys 
spent  all  your  spare  time  with  us  —  I 
never  forgot  that!'  Mayer  told  The 
View,  "That  was  the  first  thing  I  ever 


did.  when  I  was  18.  so  it  really  said, 
'WOW'  You  can  make  a  difference.'" 

In  addition  to  work  and  family,  Mayer 
enjqys  a  variety  of  outdoor  activities, 
attending  sporting  events,  and  his  (now 
22nd)  annual  "Male  Bonding  Backpacking 
Trip"  —  a  one-week-a-year,  15-man, 
50-60  TT'le  traveling  hike  in  such  olaces 
as  Europe,  Canada,  the  Snake  River, 
losemite,  Hawaii  and  other  great 
locales.  But  by  far,  Mayer's  favorite 
pastime  is  watching  two  and  a  half  year 
old  Dylan  work  his  T-Ball.  "Why  should 
I  watch  some  professional  athlete  making 
$5  million  a  year,  when  i  can  watch 
him?"  he  glowed. 

Unfortunately  for  Potrero  Hill,  the 
Mayers  will  be  moving  to  the  Peninsula 
near  the  end  of  September.  Desiring  to 
spend  more  time  with  his  growing  family 
(they  are  expecting  a  new  addition 
shortly).  Mayer  says  it  is  about  finding 
the  right  balance  between  work,  play 
and  family.  "When  you  are  growing  a 
business,  you  sometimes  spend  too  much 
time  with  the  business. 

"We  have  met  a  lot  of  nice  people  on 
the  HiH,  and  though  we  are  moving 
away,  we  will  certainly  be  coming  to 
visit  all  of  the  friends  that  we  have 
there,"  he  vowed.

Neighbors  Set  to  Fight 
Halfway  House  Expansion 


(Continued  from  Page  1 ) 

for  burglary,  most  were  discharged  or 
otherwise  had  the  charges  against  them 
dropped. 

Mahoney  noted  that,  while  he  had  no 
firm  statistics,  he  thought  the  Indiana 
Street  recidivism  numbers  compared 
favorably  with  those  of  inmates  released 
directly  from  prison  to  the  street.  "I 
think  with  28  of  these  guys  (Cornell) 
did  a  great  job,  but  with  29  they  did  a 
terrible  job,"  he  said. 

Others  at  the  meeting  disagreed,  how- 
ever, and  one  participant  noted  that 
"just  because  the  statistics  compare 
favorably  doesn't  mean  that's  acceptable 
to  the  neighborhood." 
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Rota  McLean,  who  manages  the  half- 
way house,  defended  the  work  she  and 
her  staff  have  been  doing  with  Indiana 
Street's  inmates.  "Twenty-eight  out  of 
5U  is  a  success,"  she  said,  given  that 
"many  of  these  guys  (inmates)  come 
from  lives  you  can't  even  imagine." 

"There  ain't  a  government,  there 
ain't  a  church,  there  ain't  a  dictator 
who  can  fix  everybody,"  McLean 
continued. 

Underlying  the  drive  against  the 
proposed  expansion  was  a  suspicion  of 
Cornell  Corrections'  motives  as  a 
private,  for-profit  corporation.  Do- 
minski  said  that,  while  he  appreciated 
the  dedication  of  Corneli  employees 
in  the  work  they  have  done  in  trying 
to  reform  Indiana  Street  inmates,  he 
feit  uneasy  about  "a  private  corporation 
making  decisions  on  the  bottom  line 
and  playing  with  the  safety  of  the 
neighborhood." 

In  order  to  win  an  expansion.  Cornell 
applied  for  a  modification  of  its  Con- 
ditional Use  Authorization  with  the 
city  Planning  Department.  Originally 
designed  to  house  96  inmates,  the 
capacity  at  the  19,5110  square-foot 
facility  was  whittled  down  to  5(1  after 
angry  neighbors  got  wind  that  a  half- 
way house  was  going  to  be  located  in 
the  area  six  yeai^  ago.  If  granted, 
the  modification  would  brmg  capacity 
back  up  to  96  and  add  eight  new  staff 
members. 

Corneli  has  overcome  the  first 
hurdle  in  winning  the  modification, 
receiving  a  green  light  on  an  environ- 
mental impact  review  by  the  Planning 
Department.  Although  the  Planning 
Department  has  not  yet  set  a  date  for 
a  public  hearing,  one  is  expected  in 
late  September  or  early  October. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  Indiana 
Street  Facility  Citizen's  Advisory 
Board  is  set  for  6:30  p.m.  Wednesday, 
Sept.  18.  The  meeting  will  be  held  at 
the  Potrero  Hill  Branch  Library  meeting 
room.  The  public  is  invited  to  attend.
